Band Lacks Vital Membership 
"it's Your Fault", Says President

It's true. It's unbelievable 
but it's true. There have been 
about-faces at McGill before, 
but the Redmen Band has ef- 
fected the most complete In 
history. 

For years, numerous bandsmen 
complained bitterly about the 
treatment afforded the Band at 
the University. Practice space 
was unsuitable, uniforms were as 
old as the Union, and in worse 
condition. And it was true. 

Last year, things began to 
change for the better. A field was 
floodlit for the specific purpose 
of providing a practice area for 
the band. New uniforms were 
bought, instruments were added, 
new members recruited. Unfor- 
tunately, so much happened so 
laic in the season that there was 
never really a chance to take ad- 
vantage of it. 

But this year things were diffe- 
rent. The entire summer was a- 



vailable for executive matters, 
and it was put to good advantage. 
A member of the executive spent 
two weeks at a conference for 
marching bands in the United 
States, and returned with ideas 
to provide some of the best shows 
McGill has ever had. 

And here's the switch. Despite 
the most elaborate preparations 
in a long time, new recruits, 
which were seldom a problem in 
years past, suddenly became as 
scarce as reserve books. 

Twenty-seven men is hardly 
enough to perform, sitting down, 
in a concert hall; and yet fans 
expect the Redmen Band, with 
precisely that number of musi- 
cians, to put on elaborate shows 
every Saturday afternoon. It 
can't be done. 

It's probably a little late in the 
season to alter the situation, but 
maybe not too late. If you can 
help, practices are held every 
Monday and Wednesday at 7 pm 
in the gym; there are also get- 
togethers on the free trips to 



Queen's and Varsity. It's up to 
you. But if nothing changes, no 
smart remarks the next time the 
Band takes the field. You haven't 
helped much cither.

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In The Public Image 

This winter may well be remembered as the 
Season of the Great Elections. In the United States, 
thousands of candidates are now in the midst of cam- 
paigns for offices ranging from the Senate to the posi- • 
tion of local dog catcher. In Quebec, the question of 
nationalization of the power companies has been used 
by Premier Lesage as a reason for testing his policies 
at the polls against the rejuvenated forces of the Na- 
tional Union party. In our own metropolis, Mayor Dra- 
peau and his Civic Party will attempt, on October 28, 
to survive the combined efforts of four or five "new" 
parties to gain control of city hall. All across North 
America millions of people will make thousands of 
choices which will determine their political futures for 
the next few years. 

All of this appears to be a wonderful exercise in 
democratic practice. The governed will once again 
choose their governors. However, a more searching 
appraisal reveals a serious problem ; a problem which 
concerns the very question of choice itself. 

How will the voters of 1962 decide ? What criteria 
will they apply to the information they have at their 
disposal ? Lastly and most Important, what information 
will they have upon which to base their decisions and 
where will that information come from ? 

Two figures have appeared on the political scene 
in the last few decades, and their influence has grown 
at an unbelievable pace. They are the political pollster 
and the trained political merchandiser, the advertising 
man. These men are playing a very large role in the 
politics of the 60's. These men may be endangering 
our very political structure. The pollster, having refined 
the techniques of Mr. Gallup to the point of being a 
science, is hired by the candidate to survey the needs 
of his prospective constituents. He does not limit himself 
to the political views of the voters ; such limitation leads 
to inaccuracy and if he is to survive, the pollster must 
be right. He inquires into and charts the financial level 
of the community, the ethnic and racial origins of its 
citizens, their voting records of the last few generations, 
and the daily habits of their children. Having exhausted 
every possible angle from which he could view his 
charges, he proceeds to analyze the results and reach 
all the necessary conclusions. 

With this information in hand, he now approaches 
the advertising agent who then decides on the image 
which a successful candidate in this constituency must 
project. By means of this process of scientific observa- 
tion and analysis emerges the image of the man to be 
elected, the platform on which he stands, the manner 
in which his family must behave, the words he must 
use or avoid using, in brief, these two scientists com- 
bine their specialized talents to create what natural 
biological processes could never produce, namely the 
perfect candidate. 

One could argue that this is not a serious problem, 
that the opposing teams of advertising men and poll- 
sters completely counterbalance each other, that in the 
final analysis the voters choose on a rational basis. 
This is a naive and dangerous contention. Perhaps the 
two images do counterbalance each other. They remain, 
nonetheless images, unreal, inaccurate, distorted pic* 
tures of people who in fact do not exist and could not 
possibly exist. The charm of his family, and the vocabu- 
lary of the candidate become more important than the 
ideas for which he stands. In fact, since accurate poll-

AIESEC Answers Charges

I would like to put forward ihe AIESEC view of the critical letter In last Thursday's Dally. 
I hope that anyone Interested in AIESEC, International good will and student politics will take the 
time to read It In Its entirety and consider its grave implications.

I intend to refute the attacks 
on AIESEC, the credentials of 
Richard Kaiser, Arthur Sanft and 
Norman Kessncr to speak on this 
matter, and to set out the pol- 
icies we intend to implement. 

The attack is most serious in 
the case of Kaiser. He is the 
Commerce representative to the 
SEC and a member of the Scar- 
let Key. As such, he was repre- 
senting not only AIESEC but 
you, the students of McGill. 

The three are suffering under 
a grave misunderstanding of the 
basic principles of AIESEC. Ours 
is not a travel agency. They state 
"If work be the prime purpose 
of AIESEC, indeed its program 
can't be endorsed." But gentle- 
men, our very raison d'être is to 
locate positions in foreign coun- 
tries to enable you to afford to 
remain in that country to study 
it. We promise nothing else, and 
do not hope to cater to tourists 
accustomed to the luxuries of 
home. 

Certainly, some jobs are better 
than others, and a position "In- 
specting the operations of Shell 
Oil throughout France on an ex- 
pense account" offers more than 
does a routine job. But the basic 
premise remains true in both 
cases : we provide the means to 
enable you to mingle with the 
people, to learn their manners 
and customs, to live with them, 
not just observe them. 

if your task is menial, the 
local AIESEC committee will not 
expect you to remain at it. 

To help your integration, ev- 
ery country to a lesser or greater 
degree arranges a reception pro- 
gram. We are sending over sup- 
posedly mature and intelligent 
university students. They are in- 
troduced to other trainees, es- 
corted on tours of interesting 
sights, and offered entertain- 
ment Accommodation is often 
i i 

sters cannot help but 
reach the same conclu- 
sions about the same con- 
stituencies, the words of 
t h e candidates cannot 
possibly help the voter, 
since each one says the 
same things. Ideology dis- 
appears completely, and 
elections are reduced to 
battles of images alone. 
The victor Is determined, 
by the same methods 
which determine which 
beer sells best in a given 
area, namely the ingenu- 
ity of the man who writes 
the commercials. 

This Is the political 
scene in 1962. This is the 
situation which faces the 
voter. We speak of choice 
and are told glowingly 
about democracy in ac- 
tion. The choice is totally 
illusory ; the actors are 
hucksters, the stage is Ma- 
dison Avenue, and, in the 
final analysis, this very 
democratic system is the 
loser. 



arranged. The rest Is up to you. 

The letter states "Any student 
has alternative means of reach- 
ing Europe for the same or even 
a cheaper price." What Mr. 
Kaiser fails to mention is the 
$150 grant he received from the 
Quebec Government when he ac- 
cepted the obligations of a 
trainee. 

Slander Implied 

The three authors behaved in 
a manner so slanderous that they 
lack the right to criticize any- 
thing. 

"The jobs" the say, "were 
nothing more than dull routine." 
But in a libelous letter address- 
ed to AIESEC-Bclgium and dated 
August 20 Mr. Kaiser writes, "I 
was at a job which was very in- 
teresting and at which I would 
have very much liked to stay." 
Yet he left, after working there 
six and one half days 1 

In that letter the ostensible 
reason is religious prejudice. It 
is obvious that "from the outset 
(she) manifested a hostile atti- 
tude", but It was because of their 
uncivilized behaviour, not be- 
cause of any religious prejudice. 
She sent me a letter in which 
she makes specific allegations, 
which have been backed up by 
observers. I lent that letter to 
Kaiser In good faith. When I 
asked to have it back I was told 
by Sanft that it was lost; he 
thinks he threw it out ! 

They complain about the re- 
ception program in Brussels in 
the summer of 1962. They were 
there 9 days. They arrived be- 
fore the reception program got 
under way. Still the Belgian stu- 
dents took time out to entertain 
them. AIESEC officials Intro- 
duced them to their firms the 
day after their arrival and took 
them for lunch and to the oldest 
bar in Brussels. On July 12 (they 
arrived the 8th) the AIESEC 
V\P. took the other trainees on 
a city tour; these three chose 
not to go. July 14 and 15 the 
three spent In the Netherlands. 
On July 17 they left Brussels. 
And on the basis of this they 
write a sweeping criticism of the 
AIESEC program. 

Other Faults 

There are other faults of their 
activities: arriving in Brussels 
late, Kaiser signing letters as 
V.P. of AIESEC, each of them 
telling their respective firms 



their grandmothers had died as 
an excuse for leaving. These are 
just a random sampling. But 
they arc the facts, not the base- 
less accusations of quitters in 
whom wc misplaced our trust. 
AIESEC will always welcome 
criticism — when it is construc- 
tive and from those mature 
enough to recognize their respon- 
sibilities and willing to live up 
to their undertakings. 

It will be a long time before 
we can reestablish the good 
name of AIESEC and of Canada 
in the business and student cir- 
cles of Belgium. My so called 
"ignominious policy of appease- 
ment" consisted of my sincere 
apologies on behalf of AIESEC 
and the students of McGill to 
the Belgian committee and the 
offer of three free traineeships. 
But this is hardly more than a 
token when compared with the 
disgraceful acts of Kaiser, Kess- 
ncr and Sanft 

In future we will be more 
rigid in scrutinizing the qualifi- 
cations of trainees and more 
selective In those wc send over. 
We may even require them to 
post a $50 bond to insure proper 
behaviour. We will Improve the 
quality of the jobs, but only if 
we can send those who will work 
as well as play. The object is to 
prevent any further abuse by 
individuals such as these.

Mr. Fujita, Japanese General 
Secretary of WUS now on a two- 
month tour of Canada and the 
United States, began by describing 
the causes of the confusion exist- 
ing in his fellow-countrymen's 
minds.

To add to the moral disord- 
er, the United States forced Japan 
to abandon the ultra-nationalism 
which had prevailed in the past 
replacing it with peaceful, demo- 
cratic ideas. Young students sought 
escape in deep philosophical 
thought, trying to evolve new 
principles of life. 

Today, a young Japanese could 
not say what his philosophy 
of life is. Doiens of questions 
trouble him : Japan is westernized, 
but is it democratic? Is her he- 
ritage compatible with democracy, 
or must the remains of tho past 
be sacrlfled to make room for a 
new way of life ?

Vancouver Censures Delta Upsilon

of the petitioning residents, saying, 
"I was young once too. After all, 
boys will be boys. So I have tried 
to be tolerant. But now, to hell 
with it." Another irate resident 
claimed he called police during 
a recent fracas at the fraternity, 
but no action resulted. 

Opposition 

In opposition to the household- 
ers are eight Delta Upsilon broth- 
ers and two boarding guests. House 
manager Jack Rcnnic stated that 
fraternity members were not res- 
ponsible for strewing the neigh- 
bourhood with beer bottles or for 
the wild summertime parties. He 
said the house was rented to six 
university students from May to 
the middle of September. No fra- 
ternity members were present. 

"If we had known of the com- 
plaints, we certainly would have 
stepped In to stop the rowdiness," 
he pointed out. 

Fraternity President Mac Jardine 
said that the offenders were de- 
finitely not members of Delta Up- 
silon. The brothers have received 
no communications from city of- 
ficials, and did not expect to re- 
ceive any. They feel their position 



is secure since a retroactive clause 
in a municipality act gives them 
legal multiple occupancy of the 
property. 

Single Dwellings 

However, since the area is zoned 
for single dwellings only, a city 
building official said thirty days 
have been allowed for the pro- 
perty owners to submit a multiple 
occupancy application for the 
dwelling. Otherwise it will be con- 
sidered a single family dwelling 
restricted to two boarders or 
roomers. 

Although one of the fraternity's 
neighbours blamed the Inconsider- 
ate guests rather than the brothers 
for the disturbances, most are 
hostile to them. Some have 
protested that young ladies enter 
the house after midnight and 
sometimes as late as 5 am. One 
retired man commented, "We are 
not particularly concerned In our 
protest with what goes on inside 
the house, but we all object to 
loud swearing, singing dirty songs 
in the street, excessively loud 
shouting and cars screeching 
around In the middle of the 
night"

We had' arr opportunity to view the ground gam* under a 
number of differing circumstances on Saturday. The wide play 
fell victim to one or two missed blocks; some good sound play on 
the part of Toronto's linebackers; excellent pursuit by the Blues 
line and' very quick reaction by the Varsity defensive halfbacks. 

The moves up the middle were solid. Monteith and Telesh 
were gobbling four and five, yards a shot. That's all' you can right- 
fully expect unless you're playing against a bunch of defensive 
powder puffs. 

That left the passing, game; Statistically it was excellent r 13 
completions in 21 attempts. for a 62% completion average and 110 
yards. Why then did the Red and White die? (!) They dicWt have 
the passing arm' when they needed it most. (2) They couldn't go 
the sufficient distance (78 yards net) along the ground. (3) They 
lost two fumbles inside- their own 25-yard line. 

Let's understand one thing right away. If the Redmen make 
fundamental mistakes- against' Queen's like they did against To- 
ronto, they cut their chances of victory drastically. The Golden 
Gaels, mare than, any other team in the- league, pounce on the 
slightest miscue and. turn it from a bad dream into a vicious night- 
mare. 

Offence Needs Spice 

Given that the Redmen da away with the fumbles, the next 
concern is the offence;. In two short weeks, the McGill coaching 
staff has shown, that, it is not given, to sit still with what it has. 
Western with their ground game made minced meat of the Red- 
men defenders in London. The- coaches, instituted; a new defensive 
deployment here and it looked much, much, better. 

Their concert now is spicing up the ground attack. No matter 
how well thought out plays are, unless they are. properly executed 
they're worthless. It takes tremendous skill and a great amount of 
preparation to be able to rely heavily on a straight away ground 
attack. One missed block and that's it. This team cannot spend: 
the time- necessary to make this sort of running game go. 

Although they may be a little more complex and although 
it may take a little longer to get the ball over the line of scrimma- 
ge, ground plays with some added backfield deception could 
possibly be the solution to the difficulties the Redmen are expe- 
riencing. It's our guess' that we'll be seeing, more of this sort of 
thing next Saturday. 

Once the ground game gels moving,. Skypeck will be able to 
manipulate the defence and guide a better balanced, more diver- 
se, higher scoring attack. The- Redmen are going to need It.
